The U.S. Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency has proposed new, low- 
er limits For the amount of arsenic al- 
lowed in public wells. 

The proposed standard would 
. bring the limit down from 50 parts- 
per-billion (ppb) down to 5 ppb. 

Joan Muraro, spokesperson for 
the bureau of water for the Illinois 
Environmental Protection Agency 
(IEPA), said, "There is a 90-day re- 
sponse period to the USEPA's pro- 
posal that will end at the end of Au- 
gust. That is the very earliest the pro- 
posal would come into effect." 

According to Muraro, it was agi- 
tation by environmental groups that 
prompted the USEPA to act She said 
the environmental groups feel the 
level is too, high, arid added that 
there is discrepancy within the sci- 
entific community about what level 
' of arsenic is acceptable. 



"About a.year ago, the National 
Academy of Sciences said that it 
(the level of arsenic) should be re- 
duced, but not.by how much," said 
Muraro. 

Communities with arsenic levels 
higher thari 5 ppb will be given' a 
grace period to bring their water sup- 
plies into compliance if the proposal 
goes through/. 

"It depends on what the EPA R- 
rially decides, but there would be a 
timetable for communities come 
into compliance," said Muraro. 
"They aren't just going to say, 'here is 
the new standard,' and instantly ex : 
pect compliance." 

The Safe Drinking Water Act 
(SDWA) mandates a yearly con- 
sumer confidence report be con- 
ducted and published. 

The amount of arsenic in Anti- 
och's, water ranged from 0-6 ppb, 
well below the current maximum 
level of 50 ppb .and only slightly 
above the proposed 5 ppb. 



Pit bull attacks dog 
at Timber Lake Park

The only thing clear about the 
dog fight in timber Lake Park be- 
tween a Yorkshire terrier and a pit 
bull terrier is that the Yorkie died as 
a result of the entanglement. 

Both dogs'owners are Chicago 
residents with summerhomes at the 
park. 

Though the Yorkie's owner, 
Geraldine Greco, was paid restitu- 
tion in the amount of $620 to cover 
screen repair, cleaning and as com- 
pensation for her dog from William 
Edwards, owner of the pit bull, she is 
hopeful the offending dog will be 
deemed vicious and be destroyed. 

She said, "There Was no reason 
for this animal to enter my home. It 
was horrible to witness this attack. I 
want everyone to understand this 
animal is dangerous." 

Greco claims that the pit bull 
broke away from the 17-year-old son 
of Edwards. 

She said, "The son was on a golf 
cart and had the dog on a leash run- 
ning to the side of the golf cart. The 
dog got away from the owner's son 
and immediately came through the 
screen and into the family room 
where my daughter and I were hav- 
ing a cup of coffee. 

"First, he attacked and killed my 
little Yorkie, and then he went after 
my 10-year^old rottweiler. At that 
point the boy came in and regained 



control of the dog, and left " 

Brenda Edwards, William. Ed- 
wards' sister, spoke on behalf of the" 
family owning the pit bull. 

She admited shedid not witness 

' the attack and said, "My nephew is 

17 years old and was walking the dog 

on his own. At no time did our d6g 

enter their home. Their Yorkie was 

- prancing at the door. It was their ro t- 

"tweiler that came througrf the" 

screen. There was blood inside the 

home because they carried the 

bleeding Yorkie into the trailer." 

Len Hackl, chief animal warden 
of Lake County Animal and Rabies 
Control, said, "Normally, cases are 
pretty clear and we can declare a dog 
vicious or dangerous, but it's hard 
when the stories conflict. (Listening 
to both sides) you wouldn't be able 
to tell that it was the same incident." 

Hackl added, "In cases like this, 
we would send it to a court and have 
the judge sort it out. We are forward- 
ing this tqCook County Animal Con- 
trol because boUi dog owners are 
permanent Chicago residents." 

Brenda Edwards defended the 
family's dog, and said, "We've had 
the dog for about two months. He's 
a family dog. Between us we have j 
eight kids (ages 4-21) and three dogs. 
He doesn't bother anyone or any- 
thing." 

The dog is being held and evalu- 
ated for rabies by the Edwards' vet- 
erinarian in Chicago for 10 days from 
the date of the incident.

Letter requests change to planning board

I hope 
my letters, which I also sent to the 
board members of the village, will 
raise awareness." 

Her letter continued, "I am ask- 



ing the village board to consider 
changing the code so density is fig- 
ured on buildable acres only. This 
seems so logical and would go a long 
way toward achieving the lower den- 
sity outlined for the East Sub Area in 
the village's master plan."* 

She continued, "Using the Anest 
property as an example, at least one- 
third of the property is unbuildable 
due to a 47 - acre lake, wetlands and a 
flood plain." 

The board thanked her for ex- 
pressing her concerns.

"When he answered the door, I was quite 
certain it was him (Rizzo)," said Ahmad. "As we 
questioned him, we caught him in a couple of 
lies, and he admitted he was Rizzo." 

Rizzo was a New Yorker with suspected 
links to organized crime. He disappeared after 
being charged with selling heroin in 1984. 

Drug Enforcement Administration agents 
charged Rizzo with conspiracy to sell narcotics 
and possession with intent to distribute hero- 
in. He fled after posting bail before his trial,

Omerta," the third of the Mafia Trilogy begun with 
"The Godfather" and "The Last Don" (1996), fol- 
lows a very familiar formula. It is, of course, a 
crime novel by an acknowledged master of the 
genre, but though the words "once upon a time" don't ap- 
pear at the beginning, this is as much a fairy tale in tone and 
purpose as if they had. 

The story follows the career of a young Mafia prince 
raised by an honorable man, Don Raymonde Aprile, as a 
much-beloved nephew. Don Aprile's own children have no 
awareness of their father's business, but Astorre, our prince, 
not only knows its nature, he is trained to take over. The 
world of this novel is a violent one, but according to the code 
of Omerta, the violence and killing are secondary to lapses of 
honor. A man of honor lives by strict rules and protocols, 
where treachery may be the worst of all sins. Aprile is be- 
trayed and assassinated, and Astorre exacts justice, a process 
that takes years of careful and patient planning in which he 
never loses sight of his honor and ultimate goal. 

Everything in this novel is larger than life. Beauty, good, and evil are all bigger, better, or 
worse than reality, but the need for realism is not what would bring a reader to this novel. It is 
an engaging story, well told, well written, and thoroughly satisfying, and as the departed Puzo's 
last book, proves a fitting end to a memorable career.

Stoneberg added that in the reviewing 
process, the teachers plan to observe the pro- 
gram at other schools whiletaking a detailed 
look at what the plan offers. It has been in place 
in Vernon Hills for two years. 

"Right now we're just looking at the pro- 
gram and it is still just a possibility," Stoneberg 
added.

To the naked eye, the one-story 
brick building at 280 Saunders Rd. in 
Riverwoods may look like any of the oth- 
er structures in the area. But to the 
members inside, it's a dream come true. 

The Center for Enriched Living, or 
"The Center", as it is called, held ribbon 
cutting ceremonies in June for the $4.5 
million facility, which offers life enrich- 
ment opportunities for those with de- 
velopmental and learning disabilities. 
One month later, the smiles on the faces 
of those inside bring truth to the saying 
"a picture is worth a thousand words." 

"What we wanted was a building to meet the needs of our 
members," said director of development Harriet Levy. 

"Member" is an important and recurring word to those 
who operate the center, Levy said. The goal is to make people 
feel Welcome, and not label them with terms like "clients" or 
"residents." 

The roots of this organization can be traced back to 
Chicago's west side in 1968, when it was known as the Young 
Man's Jewish Council. In 19B4, it became a non-profit center, 
and the same year the group formed its first board of directors 
to address the needs of those with developmental disabilities — 
primarily those with mild to mid-range mental retardation. 

The center then leased space in Deerfield in 1987; and in 
1994, the board started a long-range planning procedure. 

"We met weekly for 2 years," said Levy. Fund-raising, staff, < 
facility and technology issues were discussed in great detail, in 
hopes of making the agency as effective as possible. Finally, in 
1996, board members approved a detailed plan, which intrud- 
ed the organization's first fully-ovme'dbuilding In Riverwoo'dsf 

"It was very exciting, but it was a little bit scary as well," re- 
called Levy, who called it a "daunting" project at the time. 

All $4.5 million to construct the facility came from private 
donations, as will about $900,000 in annual operating costs. 
According to Levy, over 300 donors helped make the center a 
reality. 

"We've been very lucky that people have been generous," 
Levy said. 

Although most members are in their teens or older, people 
of all ages are welcome, according to director of program ser- 
vices Donna Garfield. About 60 percent of members are resi- 
dential, while 40 percent come directly from a family. Every 
program that is offered has a specific goal in mind, whether it 
is a group or an individual one. In fact, the variety of choices 
may seem a bit overwhelming. 

Adventure camp, teen summer camp, swim 
programs, fitness, gardening, cooking, field trips, 
bowling and miniature golf make up only a small 
percentage of the activities offered at the center, 
The facility is equipped with a gymnasium, exercise 
room with stationary bikes (which are always su- 
pervised), a lounge room with a soon-to-be donat- 
ed 54-inch television set, aping-pong table, locker 
rooms and a courtyard, complete with a barbecue 
grill. 

The fun doesn't stop there. Levy said the facili 
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ty was designed to keep the warm atmosphere of home in. . 
mind, and it appears to do just that. Hallways are lined with 
wooden trim to create this feeling, and there is even a room 
that was designed to simulate an apartment. This feature 
teaches members who are parents the proper way to care for 
their children, in an environment that simulates real life- 
complete with a washer and dryer, dining area, kitchen, bed, 
closets and a bathroom. 

"Here it's hands-on training," said Levy, 

The center is expecting an air hockey table 
soon, and there are board games, a stereo sys- 
tem, chairs and tables, a coat rack, an arts and 
crafts room, a technology room and a per- 
forming arts stage. Levy said staff members 
could not be happier about the opportunity to 
provide members with not only an excellent 
variety of programs, but programs with items 
that are all brand new. 

"Ourfeet have not touched the ground- - 
because we're still floating," she said. 

Garfield noted one goal is to make sure 
members take the connections they make at 
the center home with them. She told a story 
about how the lives of many families have 
been touched by the organization, and 
how one evening, a phone rang at one of 
the member's homes, and to the parents' 
surprise, it'was for her. 

"It could be the very first phone call 
that 16-year-old girl has received," said 
Garfield joyfully. 

Unfortunately, the federal government 
provides no money for the center, something 
which troubles staff members.

"It's really quite a challenge," said Levy. 
"The need is evident" 

But above all else, the center attempts to 
provide a place to develop social skills— a 
place of acceptance and genuine oppor- 
tunity. Programs are not set in stone — the 
process is an ever-evolving task. If a 
member has a new idea; or a suggestion is 
made to improve a program, the issue is 
addressed. Many times, new events are 
the results of members taking an active .'. 
interest in what they do. 

"There really should be a place like this 
in every state across the country," Levy, 
said. To her knowledge, no other community/life enrichment 
center similar to the one in Riverwoods exists. 

"Every program is planned," Levy added. "We're here so 
they have a place to have fun." 

Members have come from as faraway as Wisconsin and In-.- 
diana. Although it is not condoned by any means, Levy and 
Garfield told astory about one member' who enjoyed a Friday 
night program so much, he attempted to walk 
there in the rain from his home in Wheel- 
ing, to the old location in Deerfield; 
The future of The Center For En- 
riched Living may depend solely 
on donations, but as long as it 
exists, there will be opportuni- 
ties those with developmental 
and learning disabilities 
never imagined possible. 
"We need to get the 
word out," said Levy.

Being inducted into the Hall of 
Fame is an honor, many, whatever 
their respective sport, wait a lifetime 
for.

Miller said younger player's should "just 
swing freely and have fun.

Jones' game Rosie but still searching for first major

After a 1-over par 73 in the opening round 
of the US Women's Open on July 20 at Merit 
Club in Gumee, Rosie Jones appeared annoyed 
with her play. 

Last week's play at Merit Club marked the 
first opportunity to play the course for the 40- 
year-old resident of Atlanta, Ga. 

"(Merit Club) has a beautiful layout," said 
Jones. "But it's very taxing off the tee if you're 
not straight. You need to be accurate to have a 
chance at birdies and pars." 

Jones came into the tournament on a rel- 
ative hot streak after two top-5s in her last five 
tournaments including a fourth place finish 
at the Rochester International on June 1 1 and 
a second -place finish at the Big Apple Classic 



on July 16. 

Although Jones has yet to win a tourna- 
ment in 2000, she does have 10 career tourna- 
ment victories. Jones has yet to win a major, 
making her the top player in LPGA history to 
not capture a major tournament champi- 
onship. 

It's not for lack of trying as Jones had nine 
career top-5 finishes in major championships 
coming into the open. She came closest in 1990 
with a second place showing in the LPGA 
Championship and in 1984 with another sec- 
ond place showing in the US Women's Open. 

"It just hasn't happened for me," said 
, Jones. "I've made good runs, it's just one of 
those things I haven't been able to capture." 

Well, Jones had another close call with an 
even-par 288, good enough for a fourth-place 
tie willi Mi Hyun Kim and a $120, 119 payday to 



put her at $382,4 13 for the 2000 season. 

Following her opening round play, Jones 
said," If I can keep it right around par, maybe 
two or three under, I'll be right there."

Twelve confirmed cases of 
shigellosis, a severe diarrheal illness, 
have been tallied by the Lake County 
Health Department since the detec- 
tion of an outbreak among patrons of. 
El Famous Burrito restaurant .on 
Belvidere Rd. in Waukegan. Two of 
the people affected by the disease 
have been hospitalized and released. 

The disease, heralded by symp- 
. toms of diarrhea, fever and stomach 
cramps, was allegedly passed by an 
infected restaurant employee who 
failed to properly wash his hands af- 
, ter using the restroom. According to 
health department officials, persons 
who contract shigellosis should nev- 
er prepare food or pour water for oth- 
ers until they are free of the bacteria. 
The dysentery bug is spread through 
hand contact and can also be caught 
from eating contaminated food han- 
dled by an infected person. Shigella 
bacteria can hang on for up to a 
month after a person is sick if not 
properly treated with antibiotics. 

Communications Manager 
Leslie Piotrowski noted that while the 
health departments epidemiological 



unit tracks about 90-100 cases of 
shigellosis annually, this particular 
strain is more severe and is typically 
seen in developing world countries. 

To date, along with the con- 
firmed cases, there were 10 probable 
cases in which patrons who ate at the 
restaurant between June 29-30 
showed typical symptoms without 
lab confirmation. There were 23 pos- 
sible cases in which the symptoms: 
were atypical, said Piotrowski. 

According to Piotrowski, the 
restaurant employee was ordered to 
stay at home until the prescribed 
amount of antibiotics was taken and 
he was proven to be free of the bug. 
Although the restaurant was not 
closed down by the health depart- 
ment, all of its food workers were re- 
quired to be tested for the disease. 
Restaurant officials have also in- 
creased their vigilance on employee 
hand-washing. 

"El Famous has been very coop- 
erative throughout this ordeal," not- 
ed Piotrowski, who said the epidem- 
ic appears to be under control. — By

An octogenarian stroke victim in 
McHenry stands to lose her long-time 
home to foreclosure. She is the re- 
maining casualty in a mortgage bro- 
kerscam mat her now deceased hus- 
band unwittingly became victim to. 

Anomer senior citizen in a Chica- 
go suburb has had five different equi- 
ty loans in as many years. The ninety- 
one-year-old has a monthly income 
of $900. His monthly mortgage pay- 
ment is now $1,0001 The equity from 
his home has. been systematically 
stripped to nothing. 

;Yet another paid $17,000 in bro- 
ker fees for a $65,000 loan. Those fees' 
did not include interest payments. 

The above are real-life people 
who are too embarrassed to reveal 
their identites.They are a sampling of 
the thousands who are victimized by 
predatory lending practices in which 
so-called mortgage and home equity 
lenders use deceptive sales tactics to 
connive a signature on a loan con- 
tract before the loan applicant has 
had a chance to properly review the 
documents. The end result is more 
debt to the homeowner or potential 
foreclosure. 

"The rise in foreclosures around 
thestate is gigantic because ofpreda- 
tory lenders," said Ira Rheingold, at- 
torney of the senior housing law pro- 
ject forme Legal Assistance Founda- 
tion of Chicago. 

"It's kind of like the.Wild West out 
there. Loans are being made to peo- 
ple who can't afford it and legislation 
is pretty minimal. This is having a gi- 
gantic impact on seniors," he contin- 
ued.- 



Rheingold said senior citizens fit 
the profile for predatory lending be- 
cause they usually have a lot of equi- 
ty in their homes. They also live on 
fixed incomes and may need extra 
cash for home repair, hospital bills 
and even prescription drugs.- 

"Seniors are easy targets that . 
lenders and brokers identify through 
credit bureaus," noted Rheingold. 
"The younger generation doesn't take i . 
debt as seriously." 

He said that most homeowner 
debt is unsecured, such as credit card 
and medical bills. This means :that 
once a person dies, and there are no 
means for living family members to 
pay off the debt, it will go uncollect- 
ed. However, if the debt is secured 
against a house, the property can be 
claimed by the lender as payment. 

"The worst thing is to take your 
debt and secure it against your 
house," warned Rheingold who sug- 
gested just keeping up with minimal 
payments on bills if possible. 

Historically, predatory lending 
has had a stronghold in low-income 
and minority communities, but 
Rheingold pointed out that the refi- 
nancing feeding frenzy has moved to ; 
middle-income suburbia. 

"Predatory lending is spreading 
because the lenders have saturated 
the low-income market. They have 
refined tiwiir sales techniques so that 
■ even though they give every required 
disclosure, the baU is hidden so peo- 
ple don't recognize what they are be- 
ing charged for," said Rheingold, cit- 
ing First Alliance, a now defunct Cal- 
ifornia mortgage company that tar-

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EDITORIALS 

Education No. 1 
political priority 

If there's a No. 1 issue in the November presidential election, 
it's education. Both Vice President Al Gore and Gov. George W. 
Bush have education "plans" and we're sure to be hearing 
plenty about schools in the coming weeks. 

In this locality, education also is the No.- 1 issue, in our opinion. 
The national debate centers on federal funding, teacher and teach- 
ing standards and far-reaching policy questions. Locally, education 
tends to focus on brick and mortar questions, how to build the 
classrooms needed to keep up with growth. 

The resolve of taxpayers in this community to support public 
education regularly gets tested in the form of bond issue referen- 
dums. Antioch High School is the lastest district to be "tested," this 
time in a professionally conducted opinion survey two months 
ago. On a question regarding issuance of bonds to build a new 
high school, more than 60 percent favored a proposed bonding 
program. Of those responding, 74 percent responding agreed that 
crowding in the high school is a serious problem. The real test will 
come at the ballot box in the next election. 

From a Lake County perspective, closely on the heels of educa- 
tion is transportation. How to provide relief for gridlock and longer 
and longer highway commutes probably is the most talked about 
public issue. A close third, from our vantage point, is protection of 
the environment and preservation of open space. County govern- 
ment is consumed with land-use policies. Elected County Board 
representatives are shouldering the burden of determining how 
farm land, wetlands and wooded areas will be utilized in the fu- 
ture. They're getting citizen support, but for some unknown rea- 
son, the topic doesn't resonate with elected officials at the munici- 
pal level where new subdivisions typically are approved with little 
or no regard for infrastructure needs or impact on the schools. 

There are some communities in Lake County where crime and 
public safety is the No. 2 public concern. 

Nationally, network media voices and politicians tell us that 
health care, Social Security, defense, the economy, immigration 
and civil rights are burning public issues. Taxation also comes into 
the national debate. Republicans say taxes are too high and De- 
mocrats insist taxes are not high enough. In our community and 
neighboring communities, a tax breaking point has not yet been 
reached, particulary in funding public education. Maybe the De- 
mocrats are on to something. 

Short of an economic downturn or a foreign calamity involving 
U.S. military forces, education looks to be the No. 1 public policy 
question here and elsewhere for a long time. 



Spirit of 76 spurs 
United Way drive 

This might be the year for United Way of Lake County Inc. to 
wave the flag besides beating the drum for community ser- 
vice. 
The flag-waving would be a neat tie-in to captalize on 
United Way's 76th year of gathering contributions in support of 
public service organizations. United Way traces its origin to 1924 as 
Waukegan Community Chest. In 1940, the organization incorpo- 
rated to continue its work of cooperative collections of voluntary 
pledges and gifts to support 16 member health and human service 
organizations. 

Employees of Abbott Laboratories introduced payroll deduc- 
tion contributing in the 1950s. In 1959, the name changed to the 
North Lake County Community Chest, Inc., to reflect service to 
Libertyville, Mundelein, Lake Forest, Highland Park, Zion and 
Winthrop Harbor. Seven years later the organization became Unit- 
ed Community Services of Lake County, Inc. The current name was 
adopted in 1973 and the service area broadened to take in the en- 
tire county. 

United Way keeps expanding its horizons and its goals. In 1999, 
United Way raised $1 1.2 million. The Abbott connection remains 
strong. The new chairman of the board is Joseph M. Nemmers Jr., 
who is vice president and executive director of the Clara Abbott 
Foundation. 

The Spirit of 76 should add additional impetus to this year's 
fund campaign.

Hospital future 
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More than ever, the future 
of North Chicago Veter- 
ans Affairs Medical 
Center is shaping up as 
a pure political decision. Ignore all 
the blah blah from politicians, bu- 
reaucracts and certain segments of 
the media about bipartisanship 
needed to secure a continuing role 
for the institution that provides pri- 
mary medical services for thousands 
of veterans in northeastern Illinois, 

That's the conviction of Phil 
Mazur, the veterans rights activist 
who knows as much as anybody 
about what's going out front and be- 
hind the scenes on proposals to 
shutter the venerable institution. 

Mazur fully supports the notion 
that if a Republican president is 
elected in November, North Chicago 
VA will remain open and Lakeside 
VA in Chicago will be closed. If the 
Democrats retain control of the 
White House, Lakeside gets a re- 
prieve and North Chicago gets the 
ax. 

"Elementary politics," Mazur ex- 
claims. "Who's calling the shots?" 
asks Mazur as if everyone involved 
in the process is ignoring the fact 
that Bill Clinton still is president. 

Mazur, a Libertyville resident 
who sells real estate from an office 
in Lake Bluff to make a living and 
who promotes youth volleyball for 
relaxation from his exhausting hos- 
pital mission, says U.S. Sen. Dick 
Durbin (R-IU.) was grandstanding 
when he extolled a proposal to keep 
North Chicago VA alive by combin- 
ing services with the Great Lakes 
Naval Training Center hospital. 

"Where's that agreement? No- 
body can find it. Something's fishy," 
insists the wiry, crew-cut former 
sailor. 

Mazur scoffs at pronounce- 
ments supporting bipartisanship 
like those made by Lake County De- 
mocratic Chairman Terry Link. "All 
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the bipartisanship talk has resulted 
in is veterans fighting veterans," 
Mazur claims. Mazur is furious that 
some veterans were not allowed to 
participate in a July 10 meeting of 
the hospital's Stakeholders Advisory 
Council. • 

Attempts to "depoliticize" the 
debate over North Chicago VA allow 



"paid bureaucrats to decide the fate 
of the hospital," in Mazur's opinion. 
He believes a Jan. 24, 2000, Dept. of 
Veterans Affairs memo creating a 
Review Task Group is the "smoking 
gun" that is being ignored in the de- 
bate over North Chicago vs. Lake- 
side. 

Mazur sees the task force as a 
rubber stamp to endorse a high level 
decision to "close one hospital." The 
outspoken activist believes Democ- 
rats led by Chicago Mayor Daley in- 
tervened with the White House to 
save Lakeside at the expense of clos- 
ing North Chicago, 

"That's where this whole thing is 
pure politics," Mazur remarked. 

In reality, the fighter for veterans 
rights believes both insitutions 
should remain open. "Don't forget, 
medical care is an entitlement when 
you put on the uniform of our coun- 
try. How can anyone turn their back 
on our veterans?" 
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Happy 65th birthday- 
To the Social Security Act

There is an important an- 
niversary in August. The So- 
cial Security Act was signed 
into law on Aug. 15, 1935, so 
it celebrates its 65th birthday. Coin- 
cidentally, the age to qualify for so- 
cial security when it became effec- 
tive was 65 years old, so the "birth- 
day" has special significance this 
year. 

When Social Security was pro- 
posed by then President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt its backer said that the 
aged in America needed a guaran- 
teed insurance program so that they 
could live a decent life during their 
"golden retirement years." The pro- 
posal was controversial at the time 
and opponents said that it was so- 
cialism at its worst. 

Although we think of Social Se- 
curity as only benefiting retirees, the 
act also gave benefits to disabled 
Americans as well as survivor bene- 
fits to children and adults. Because 
the overwhelming number of bene- 
ficiaries are retirees, almost every- 
one automatically thinks of social 
security as a "safety net" for the 
aged. 

Well, here we are 65 years later 
and social security is still here, 
tested and true. Yes, it has had its 
detractors, but can you tell me 
where this country would be with- 
out social security? It is here to 
stay and the only issue now is to 
keep it working as well in the fu- 
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ture as it has in the past. 

As I said, the social security is- 
sue started out in controversy but 
the fervor of President Roosevelt 
and his ability to move the public 
through radio "fireside chats," 
turned the tide in favor of its pas- 
sage. You must remember, too, that 
these were tough economic times 
and families didn't know when their 
next paycheck was coming, let alone 
trying to save for retirement. 

When you think about it, 65 
years isn't that long ago. Today, it is 
almost unthinkable that the average 
salary of workers, if they had a job 
during those depression years, was 
$1,200. Imagine trying to raise a 
family on that. It's no wonder that 
you often heard the words, "we were 
happy as long as we had food on the 
table." 

After social security became a 
reality, the monthly benefits ranged 
from $10 to a maximum of $85 a 
month. That's modest no matter the 
times. "Diose amounts were frozen 
until 1950 when benefits were raised 



and later when cost of living adjust- 
ments were included. 

Through the years, the issue of 
social security has been identified as 
one of the strongest issues favoring 
the Democratic Party. It was always 
perceived as a Democratic issue be- 
cause President Roosevelt initiated it 
and any opposition that developed 
through the years came from con- 
servative Republicans who always 
predicted the day of doom when so- 
cial security would "go down in ash- 
es." The fights to go after Social Se- 
curity only solidified Democrats and 
for years made a hero out of the late 
Congressman Claude Pepper who 
always rallied the public to "save So- 
cial Security." 

Social Security became such an 
important issue to America's seniors 
that they have always had a strong 
record of turnout at the polls. That 
means that neither of the political 
parties dare make any moves to give 
the notion that they are suggesting 
changes in the Social Security sys- 
tem that in any way would erode 
benefits to the many who receive, or 
will receive them. 

Still, George W. Bush Is taking 
the gamble to change the system 
and leaning to some privatization of 
it by allowing some portion of the 
pay roll tax to go toward investment 
in the stock market. The social secu-

Last week, we discussed how the baby 
boomers would continue to be a lu- 
crative target for marketers who un- 
derstand this diverse generation.

Sessions sought to 
enlighten, seek input 
from Lake County 
businesses

A joint venture of the Illinois Department 
of Commerce and Community Affairs (DCCA), 
Lake County Partners and the Lake County Mu- 
nicipal League held a DCCA Day at the Amhurst 
Lake Business Park in Waukegan. 

"This is an opportunity to get everyone in 
same building at once, so we can find out what 
local business needs are," said DCCA's Rob 
Phillips, explaining the purpose of the event. 

A first in Lake County, DCCA brought to- 
gether government agencies, educational insti- 
tutions, public and private organizations and 
large and small businesses to explore coopera- 
tive means of economic development in Lake 
County. 

"Economic development starts at the local 
level," Phillips said. "We need to get everybody 
on same page and working together. In this 
room there are organizations that help the 
business community, sharing ideas on what 
programs can assist economic development." 

The day began with a luncheon, followed 
by a series of "break-out" sessions, each cover- 
ing an area of economic development, includ- 
ing tax incentives, financing, training and com- 
munity capacity building. The event itself was 
an exercise in business development at work. 

Hosted in a building listed by Tri-State Re- 
alty, the facility was being marketed on behalf 
of the current lessee, Hershey Foods. Hershey 
has never used the building, but it is outfitted 
as a research and development facility, and the 
break-out sessions were held in labs. Tri-State 
and Hershey Foods were corporate sponsors of 
the event, as well as Adventure Charters, which 
provided limousine service for DCCA person : 
nel. 

The highlight of the luncheon, which at- 
tracted about 150 attendees, was a speech by 
Pam McDonough, director of DCCA. McDo- 
nough, appointed by Gov. George Ryan in Jan. 
1999, is the first woman named to the post. 

McDonough, discussing the ongoing cam- ' 
paign to attract businesses, said, "You can't be 
a salesperson when you have nothing in your

tool box. Since Gov. Ryan took office, we have 
a full tool box." 

The tools at hand for drawing businesses 
into Illinois include the Illinois FIRST program. 
The $12 million program is administered by 
DCCA. Funds from Illinois FIRST are used to 
help upgrade existing infrastructure, such as 
water and sewer lines, as well as to help build 
community and educational facilities. 

McDonough discussed VentureTECH, a 
five-year, $1.9 billion program investing state 
resources in education, advanced research and 
development, health sciences and biotechnol- 
ogy, and cutting-edge information technology 
programs. 

The arsenal in the battle for new business 
development includes tax credits for business- 
es, rewarding them for creating new jobs in the 
state, through programs such as the Econom- 
ic Development through a Growing Economy 
Tax Credit (EDGE). Programs benefiting eco- 
nomic development, including State Treasur- 
er's Economic Program (STEP), Capital Access 
Program (CAP), Tax Increment Financing (TIF) 
and others were discussed in detail in the four 
half-hour sessions held after the luncheon, 

McDonough stressed that, although Illi- 
nois was looking for a "level playing field" with 
competing states, particularly Wisconsin, the 



state would not "buy a deal" wherein the ben- 
efit to the state of Illinois was outweighed by 
the incentive package offered to businesses. 

In the area of tourism, the governor signed 
legislation creating a Tourism Coordinating 
Committee consisting of representatives from 
DCCA, the General Assembly; the office of Lt 
Gov. Corinne Wood and other state agencies. 
The committee will coordinate the promotion 
and development of tourism. According to 
DCCA, studies show tourists spent over $736 
million in Lake County during 1999, an 8.8 per- 
cent increase over the previous year. 

During the last 18 months, DCCA has 
worked with 28 different companies that were . 
considering relocation to Wisconsin, but de- 
cided to stay or locate in Illinois. 

David Young, president of Lake County 
Partners, a coalition of government agencies 
and businesses,. cited the previous trend of 
businesses moving from Illinois to Kenosha 
County in Wisconsin. "We've seen a reversal in' 
that trend," he noted, citing three Lake Coun-. 
ty companies that chose Illinois over Wiscon- 
sin: CNF Packaging in Lake Villa, Snap-On 
Credit in Gurnee and Derse Exhibits in 
Waukegan. 

Young enthusiastically endorsed the idea 
of repeating DCCA Day in the future.

Dear Dr. Donohue; 1 do not 
understand what I can do to 
lower my prolactin. It Is 39, 
and the normal range la 0- 
25 n g/ml. Please advise If 
there Is a vitamin or herb 
that would lower my pro- 
lactin level. I am an active, 
healthy, 47-year-old female 
In fear of the long-term ef- 
fects If this Is unattended.— 
D.B. 

ANSWER: Thirty-nine is ho 
all that high. When prolactin 
levels reach 50 ng/ml, there's a 
25 percent chance that the pitu- 
itary gland harbo'rs a tumor. 
When levels reach 100, the 
chances of a tumor being pre- 
sent are 50 percent 

Harmless conditions can el- 
evate prolactin levels. For in- 
stance, the birth control pill and 
antihistamines are examples of 
medicines that raise prolactin 
readings. A sluggish thyroid 
gland causes a rise in blood pro- 
lactin levels. A simple blood test 
detects a thyroid-related cause. 

Prolactin levels of less than 
50 often revert to normal with- 
out any intervention. If levels re- 
main high or if they increase, a 
brain scan can detect a pituitary 
tumor. 

Symptoms of high prolactin 
levels include breast leakage of 
milk and a diminution or com- 
plete stop of menstrual periods. 
With symptoms, there is a 
greater sense of urgency to dis- 
cover the cause. 

If it turns out mat a woman 
does have a pituitary rumor, 
medicines can stop prolactin 
production and pretty much 
solve the problem,. If the tumor 
is large, surgical removal is the 
answer.

With age, the number of 
skin oil glands diminishes. Oil 
glands coat the skin with an im- 
perceptible layerbf oil. The oil 
layer keeps the skin moist by 
preventing water evaporation. 

The goal is to restore skin 
water by restoring the skin's oil 
coat. 

Cut the number of baths or 
showers to every second or third 
day. Use soap only under the 
arms, in the groin and on the < 
feet. Choose a mild soap such as 
Dove, Caress or Camay. Bathe 
only in tepid, not hot water. 

After bathing, pat the skin 
with a towel but leave it slightly 
moist. Then apply a moisturiz- 
ing cream or gel. Petroleum jelly 
works well and is inexpensive. 
However, it's a bit messy. Try 
products that contain lanolin or 
glycerin if petroleum jelly is not 
your cup of tea. . 

A few illnesses dry the skin 
and make it itch. Diabetes, thy- 
roid gland malfunction, liver 
damage and some cancers are 
examples. The doctor who 
tagged you as having xerosis 
must have looked for those ill- 
nesses.

Egg Donation... Another Path To Parenthood 

Parenting can be one of life's most challenging and rewarding experiences. Most 
couples assume that when they're ready, they'll effortlessly fulfill their dreams of 
becoming parents. Unfortunately, one in six couples will have difficulty achieving a 
pregnancy, and for them, the path to parenthood is 
filled with roadblocks and obstacles. However, recent 
advances in the field of assisted reproductive technolo- 
gy (ART) offer many alternatives which can help most 
couples overcome their infertility. 

Egg donation isone viable option for infertile 
couples in what is known as third party reproduction or 
collaborative reproduction. This process is an option 
for women who are no longer producing eggs that 
would result in healthy embryos and pregnancy. Those 
who benefit fromegg donation include women with 
premature ovarian failure (POF), whose ovaries have 
been removed due to endometriosis or tumors, who are 
carriers of a genetic defect or disease they could pass 
on to their offspring, and women whose ovaries never 
matured properly. A major advantage of egg donation 
is that couples have the option of being both genetically linked to the child through the 
father and gestationaliy linked to the mother,, who will have control over the environ- 
mental influences of the womb while she carries the baby. 

Possibly one of the most important decisions for women who choose egg donation 
is who the egg donor will be. Friends and relatives often make suitable donors, as well 
as women who are recruited through the agencies. The advantages and drawbacks for 
cither situation revolve around a number of psychological, legal and ethical questions 
which should be resolved before pursuing the medical process. Both donors and intend- 
ed parents should be certain they are assisted by psychological,, legal and medical pro- 
fessionals with expertise in collaborative reproduction. Such professionals are a vital 
part of the process and will work to ensure that the best interests of each party are pro- 
tec led and served. Couples who seek to work with egg donor programs should inquire 
about each program's commitment to these aspects. 

Women generously serving as egg donors pass through a screening process that 
explores their psychological and physical health. Next, appropriate donors undergo ovar- 
ian stimulation, using medication to promote the maturation of a number of eggs. In 
addition to the daily regimen of medication, donors are consistently monitored using 
ultrasounds and blood tests. The final egg retrieval process is performed using an ultra- 
sound guided needle, which is passed through the vaginal wall. The resulting eggs arc 
fertilized in-vitro and an appropriate number of embryos are then transferred into the 
recipient's uterus. In return for the time, effort and energy that isinvolved in the proce- 
dure, anonymous donors are financially compensated. 

For recipient women with no prospects for conceiving Children using their own 
eggs, the 40% success rate associated with egg donation is a promising and exciting 
alternative. It should be a source of comfort for both the infertile community and 
prospective egg donors that select programs exist within the Chicago area that are dedi- 
cated to this type of humane technology and family building.

lice niiicrii Jrv typically looking ai on r put jccompl I <J intents us the key 
in making ihu hiring decision. Although potential may he important to 
future aspects of the job, most recruiters M>uld say thai ihiy pay for per- 
formance not potential. Lets look more deeply at accomplishments and 
potential since both arc so Important to our careers. 

Accomplishment, according to Webster, Is "bringing about a success- 
ful conclusion, proficiency." So In order In say we haw accomplished 
something we have inn options. Firstly, we could haw been responsible 
fur ihe actions lhal brought about success, or secondly we could demon- 
strate lliat we are proficient in the skill, 

In (he classes I have taught on recruiting I suggest that the second 
inn hod Is strongly favored over the first If the recruiter can witness ihe 
proficiency (.I.e.. a test to see keyboartllng efficiency.) However, Ihe first 
method Is also helpful If ihe recruiter can verify the actonipttshmeni 
through references wltn know the candidate's Inviilrenicnt In the pro|ect. 

In contrast, polwillal is ihe probability llial we will be able to accom- 
plish specific tasks hi the future.

2 week vacation. I almost immediately took advantage of It as soon 
as I was ;ililc to since I hadn't had a vacation In almost two years 
due to changing jobs. I took K of the ten days I was allowed leav- 
ing me two days I contd still take within the year. My personal life 
changed over the past few weeks with plans for marriage. We have 
set plans for a December wedding and my fiance has planned and 
paid for :i honeymoon over Christmas. My company already gives 
two days off for Christmas and two days off for the New Year hol- 
iday, but I will also neeil another H days off since he hooked a two 
week cmtse. I approached my ho.vs about my situation and while 
lie seemed genuinely happy for me. he did tell me that there may 
he a problem with needing any additional time off.' He said he 
would look into It and get hack to me. he came to me later In the 
afternoon and said that he had met with the Personnel department 
and the Operations Manager and decided that they would allow 
me only the two days off that I Mill had coming to me. He told me 
that In all fairness to other employees, they would have to slick to 
the rules.

When push comes to shove, he prepared, While you may have 
pending nuptials, you may also consider the fact that you more 
than likely will ilnd yourself unemployed or replaced far before 
your nuptials as a result of the company not wanting lo leave them- 
selves at a loss, in the event of your sudden departure or continued 
plans to go through with your ttnexcused time off.

geted many suburban homeowners in the met- 
ropolitan Chicago area including Lake County. 
Illinois Assistant State's Attorney Tom 
James initiated a lawsuit against First Alliance on 
behalf of more than 1,500 homeowners who fell 
prey to the mortgage company's "Monster 
Track" sales presentations that reaped hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in "hidden" fees. 
James noted the majority of victims were elder- 

ly. 



"Older consumers who have their homes 
paid off are like an open bank vault with no se- 
curity system to predatory lenders," comment- 
ed James.. 

He said that First Alliance developed sales 
techniques that integrated entire contacts with 
the consumer from the first postcard in the mail 
to the final closing with "loan officers" drafted 
from car salesmen businesses. 

"It was a very effective means of brain- 
washing the consumer, thus it was highly prof- 
itable," James said, noting that the company 
ran its scam nationwide with the backing of the 
Lehman Brothers, a well-known Wall Street 
broker. 

The sales techniques of predatory lenders 
have become so sophisticated that Lawrence 



Smith, an attorney for Prairie State Legal Ser- 
vices in Waukegan admitted that sometimes he 
can't even determine whether loan companies 
are following the correct "truth in lending" dis- 
closure procedures when his clients come to 
him to review documents. He then seeks the as- 
sistance of Rheingold, whom he claimed has a 
knack for spotting lending scams. 

State Senator Adeline Geo-Karis (R-Zion), 
who is a spry octogenarian herself, has co-spon- 
sored a bill with other state representatives to 
create preliminary regulations for predatory 
lending. Geo-Karis recalled the bill being ap- 
proved by the state's Finance committee, but it 
has yet to be approved by the House. 

"I'm not satisfied. Too much of this is going 
on," claimed Geo-Karis who is looking to bring 



the bill up again at the next state legislative ses- 
sion. "I don't care if people make a profit, but I 
don't want them to be unconscionable about 
it" 

"The whole system is broken, and no one is 
being held accountable," stressed Rheingold; 
"The mortgage broker doesn't care because ha . 
gives the loan to the lender. The lender doesn't 
care either because it rums around and sells the 
loan to another company. Everyone passes the 
buck but nobody takes responsibility for scam- 
ming these people." ■ 

In May, Gov. George Ryan signed legisla- 
tion concerning predatory lending. He directed 
the Office of Banks and Real Estate and the 
Dept. of Financial Institutions to develop rules 
and an enforcement approach to the issue.

In schools today, teachers and stu- 
dents integrate technology through the 
use of a multidisciplinary curriculum 
that includes: math, science, communi- 
cations, arts, history, reading, health, 
graphic arts, and more. 

Technology is used as a tool to 
make, enhance, and communicate 
learning. Using technology throughout 
the curriculum amplifies trie student's 
learning process. Multidisciplinary cur- 
riculum provides students with the op- 
portunity to use the problem-solving 
approach through technology. Tech- . 
nology provides students with in- 
creased opportunities for them to gain 
skills for the future. It also moves the 
focus from teacher-directed to student- 
centered, teacher-facilitated, hands-on, 
minds-on instruction. 

Classrooms of today need to experi- 
ence real-world situations to prepare 
students for the future. 
Teachers can bring their student in 
contact with the world, to problem- 
solve, and to gain experience in ad- 
dressing the problems they will face, in 
our complex- information based world 
of tomorrow. Through technology-en- 
hanced learning, students develop pro- 
cessing skills, interpersonal skills, re- 
searching skills, communication skills 
and much more. 

In Grayslake District 46, four class- 
rooms from Woodview and Lakeview 
Elementary schools participated in a 
Illinois State Board of Education grant- 
awarded program called, Museum in 
the Classroom. As a part of the project, 
These classrooms were matched with 
the Wildlife Prairie Park, connected 
with the Hult Health Museum in Peo- 
ria, II., to develop an interactive, on- 
line curriculum project that utilized the 
resources of the museum and the park. 

Together with the museum, the 
schools implemented a project that was 
aligned with the Illinois State Learning 
Standards in reading and math through 
technology. For this project students 
became researchers, analyzers, com- 



municators, and evaluators. To accom- 
plish their goal, electronic teaching sta- 
tions and research centers were devel- 
oped in the media center and in the 
classrooms. 

Together, students and teachers fo- 
cused on a community issue involving 
tallgrass prairie restoration. Everyone 
involved was given the opportunity to 
attend training for using the technologi- 
cal equipment provided by the grant. 
Students that were trained on the 
equipment became experts, bringing 
their knowledge to the classroom to 
share with the other students, which 
put them in the teaching role. Each stu- 
dent was placed in specialized groups, 
where they became Know as experts in 
that area. Some of the specialized 
groups were; web design team, quick- 
time virtual reality team, photogra- 
phers, field researcher, architects, 
graphic designers, publication editors, 
writers, illustrators, and presenters. 

To promote group learning, class- 
rooms were set up in work stations to 
allow for proper group function and 
teacher and student expert facilitation. 
Some of the stations in the Museum in 
the Classroom project included: multi- 
media technologies (computers, laser 
disks, cd-roms), telecommunication 
stations (email, video-conferencing, 
telephones), peripherals station (scan- 
ners, digital camera, printers) and sta- 
tions that included research resources 
(encyclopedia, CD-Rom, internet and 
other paper resources), and station that 
used various software (Adobe Photo-, 
shop, Quick-Time Virtual-Reality Au- 
thoring Studio, Claris Home Page Web 
Design). 

In this district, currently all class- 
rooms have computer work stations 
and access to computer labs. The 
schools in the Museum in the Class- 
room project had the opportunity to 
use new advances in technology pro- 
vided by the grant. The participating 
teachers plan on expanding the muse- 
um projects to incorporate and equip

FOR YOUR HEALTH

Postal workers with dogs attached to 
their ankles have been the subject of 
jokes and cartoons for years. But there 
is nothing funny about dog bite injuries 
to the more than 4.7 million victims 
who are bitten each year, most of 
whom are children. Last year, the Lake 
County Health Department/ Community 
Health Center received 1,321 reports or 
domestic animal bites. 

"In most cases, dog bites are not 
caused by bad dogs, But by irresponsi- 
ble dog owners," said Dale Galassie, 
the Health Department's Executive 
Director. ''Dogs who often bite humans 
are dogs who are not properly 
socialized to other persons, are not 
supervised or safely confined, are 
not sterilized, or receive little attention 
and handling." . ., 

Galassie said that does who have not 
been spayed or neutered are three times 
more likely to bite. For this reason; the 
Health Department's Animal Control 
recommends that the first step owners 
take to prevent dogs from biting is to 
have the dog spayed or neutered. 
Proper socialization, supervision, 



humane training and safe confinement 
are also important components of 
responsible dog ownership and 
bite prevention. 

Other tips for preventing dog bites 
include: 

• Never leave a baby or small child 
alone with a dog. 

• Children shoulcfbe taught to ask 
permission from a dog's owner 
before petting the dog. 

• Children should be taught not to 
approach strange dogs. 

• Never run past a dog. 

• Never disturb a dog that's caring 
for puppies, sleeping or eating.' 

• If you re threatened oy a dog, 
remain calm; don't turn anorun. 

• Treat dogs with respect. 

If you are bitten or threatened by a 
dog, you should report the incident 
to the Health Department's Animal 
Control at (847) 949-9925. 

"Dogs can be wonderful 
companions," said Galassie. "By acting 
responsibly, owners can reduce the 
number of dog bites, and enhance 
relationships with their pets." ♦
